It will be noticed by the list published 
last week that in all the trotting for the 
past ten years over Charter Oak Park, 
acknow’ 


ledged to be one of the fastest 
in the Grand Circuit, that 2.14 has 
never been but twice; in 1878,

213%, and in 1880, 2.1144, and that 
upon but two other occasions bas as fast as 
2.144% been recorded. And while I never 
expect to see 2.08 beaten | have placed the 
limit at 2.0714, thus allowing a reduction of 
three seconds from the present record, and 
wiving the trotters the full benefit of all the 
fractional parts of a second lying between 
2 07 and 2.08, that they have thus far been 
able to for fractional parts of a 
mile.

My Dear Bailey: Enclosed I send you 
summaries of all the fast races made over 
Charter Oak Park. I find the fastest 
quarter to be by Edwin Forrest, who trot- 
ted the second quarter in .3134, but have 
no account of Clingstone trowing faster 
than 32 seconds. You are aware that fast 
quarters made in exercise are not as a gen- 
eral thing entirely reliable. I also enclose 
you an exhibic of 10 years of business over 
Charter Oak Park, in which in 1874, the 
average of trotting heats was 2.25 10-13, 
while the lowest was in 1880, 2-21 3-136, a 
difference of four seconds. In 1875 the 
June average was 2.31 49-90, while in June 
1883 it was 2.23 141-144, a lowering of 74¢ 
seconds, which | attribute partially to the 
fact that horsemen bring their horses out 
ready for campaigning much earlier than 
Sor 10 years ago, as the August averages 
do not show that improvement of speed. 
am of the opinion that when a mile is trot- 
ted intwo minutes our days of usefulness 


will be ovér. I see nothing at present to 
hope for better than 2.08.

It will be noticed that the fastest quarter 
trotted in either of these races is 33 in sec- 
onds, by Smuggler, and the fastest quarter 
again® time is 3134 seconds by Edwin For- 
rest, and I now propose to publish a com- 
plete list of all trotting performances by 
such horses as have trotted in 2.174, or 
better, in harness, in which it must be kept 
in view that ali the details of this showing are 
confined to the particular heat that gave the 
fastest record to each of the named per- 
JSormers. ‘This list has been obtained 
through the courtesy of Mr. T. J. Vail, 
Secretary of the National Trotting Associa- 
tion, and taken from the records of his office, 
which are in themselves a marvel of accu- 
racy and completness in all their details. 
This list gives the time of the first and seo- 
ond quarter, and the first and second half, 
as well as the average of the third and 
fourth quarters, and time of full mile, of 
all the horses named, in the heat in which 
they obtained their records, of every per- 
formance in which 2.17 1-2 has been re- 


I have chosen the 2.174, list, because any 
slower rate would make the summary more 
cumbersome, without giving any additional 
quarters, faster than is furnished by this 
class. [ regard this summary as an un- 
answerable argument against those who 
think a mile in two minutes is to be ever ac- 
complished by the trotting horse, as a 
careful examination of this list will show 
that the fastest first quarter, ever trotted in 
arecord mile, is 323; seconds by Maud 8. 
and St. Julian, a rate which would give us 
a mile in 2.11. The fastest first half-mile 
was trotted by Hattie Woodard, in 1.0444, 
which would give us a mile in 2 081g, and 
the fastest last half-mile was trotted b 
Jay-Eye-see in 1.0414, in the mile in whic 
he obtained his record of 210%. I know 
that it ig claimed by Mr. Blither, his driver. 
and many others, that Jay-Kye-See, trotted 


in 3134 seconds, which would be at the rate 
of a mile in 2.07, and I have given him the 
average of the third and fourth quarters, 
as 321¢ seconds, not todeprive him of the 
benefit of having to his credit the fastest 
last quarter ever trotted, but for the reason 
that from the position of the three-quarter 
pole in relation to the Judges stand on all 
of our mile tracks, that quarter can never 
be accurately ascertained. As proof of this, 
while I was proprietor of Mystie Park, 
Boston, in 1874 and 1875, [ had a triangle 
so placed opposite the three-quarter pole, 
that I could tell jnst when a horse’s head 
bad reached that position, when three feet 
from the pole, and I have known good 
judges and timers to vary as much asa 
second and a quarter, in the correct time of 
either the third or last quarter, which they 
attempted to give, and that too, over one of 
the best shaped and fastest mile tracks in 
this osentar It will be demonstrated from 
a list I shall give farther on, what | think isa 
most significant fact, that the fastest first, 
second and third quarters ever recorded, does 
not appear in the above summary at all, 
but have been made in attempts to beat the 


other quarters, in performances where they 
did not equal their record fora mile. For 
instance, the fastest frst quarter ever trotted 
in public, was by St. Julian, in 31 3-4 sec- 
onds, August llth, 1881, at Rochester, N. 
Y. The half was trotted in 1 04 3-4, and 
the mile in 2.11 3-4, while in the mile in 
which he obtained his record of 2.11 1-4 at 
Hartford, he was 323-4 seconds going to 
the quarter pole, and 1 05 1-4, to the half, 
The fastest second quarter ever trotted 
in public, was 30 3-4 seconds by Maud 38., 
August 4th, 1881, at Buffalo, N. Y. The 
half was trotted in 104, and the records 
give the three-quarters as 1 35 3-4, which if 
correct, is the fastest three-quarters of a mile 


. | ever trotted in public, but the mile was only 
. | two-fifteen, and as the best of evidence that 


this clip stopped even as good a finisher as 
this incomparable mare, it will be seen that 
the last quarter was trotted in buc 394 seo- 
onds. It will be noticed that Hattie Wood- 
ward divides the honors with Maud 8.. by 
having trotted a second quarter in 3034 
seconds, on August 6th, 1880, at Buffalo, 
N. Y., and the half in 1.0444, in the mile in 
which she obtained her record of 2.15 1-2, 
but it will be also noticed that the last haif 
of that mile 1.1144 is the slowest half mile trot- 
ted by any horse having a record of 2.17 1-2 
or better. 

The fastest half mile ever trotted in pub- 
lic was by Maud 8. at Rochester, N. Y., in 
1.03 3-4. The quarters of that mile being 
given as 32 1-2, 1.03 3-4, 1.37 1-4, 2.13 1-4 
while in the mile in which she obtained ber 
best record of 2.10 1-4, the quarters were 
32 3-4, 32 1-2, 32 1-4 and 32 3-4 respectively. 
The recent effort of Maud 3. to beat ‘Trin- 
kett’s time of 2 14 over Fleetwood park, in 
which she proved that she was clothed with 
all her old time speed, by trotting to the 
quarter pole in 31 3-4 seconds, and to the 
half in 1.04 1-4, is but another instance in 


mile in 2 13 34, showing conclusively, that 
too free use was made of her in the first 
half of that mile, and I believe I can furn 
ish no examples (founded upon the records) 
that furnish better proof of the position 
that I take, that whenever a quarter ora 
half mile is trotted at any rate approximat 
ing a mile in two minutes, that the clip 
will always prevent the completion of the 
mile at the same rate of speed, and that in 
order to trot four-quarters at an average of 
thirty seconds, some one or more of those 
quarters would have to be trotted in about 
28 seconds, which is just about as probable 
as that ‘‘trotters and runners will ever at- 
tain to equal records.” When we come 
then to sum up the “maximum of speed” 
at the trotting gait, it resolves itself into 
the fastest first quarter, yet trotted by the 
records as 31 3 4 sesonds, which would be 
an average ofawmile in 2.07. The fastest 
half mile yet trotted is 1033-4, which would 
be 2.07 1-2. and the fastest three-quarters in 
1.35 34, which would give usa wile in 
2.07 2-3; so that if we have been ever forty 
years, (when the records first stood at 
2.30,) producing one trotter, that in but a 
single instance can go to the quarter, or 


quarters ofa mile at the rate of 2 07 2-3, 
and able to trot the remaining quarter only 
at the rate of two thirty-seven, will some 
of my “two-minute” friends, or those who 
are predicting the trotter will yet attain to

The Maine fish commissioners have just 
finished the work of distributing 1,400,000 
salmon to the more suitable waters of this 
State. The plan is to put the young fish, 
whether from sea salmon or land locked 
salmon eggs, into small streams tributary 
to the lakes and ponds, apparently best 
adapted to the growth of the salmon fami- 
ly. The fish are thus enabled to exercise 
the instincts of the true salmon—this is, 
descend to the larger body of water below, 
as the sea salmon descends to the sea, and 
go up the in-running streams to breed. 
The sea salmon thus become land locked, 
as it is termed; that is, they descend toa 
fresh water lake instead of to the sea. 


The race meeting at the Chicago Driving 
Park, Thursday, was signalized by the 
most remarkable performance ever wit- 
messed on a race track.

A boot and shoe mannfacturer in 
Switzerland not only purchased his ma- 
chivnery in Massachusets, but was com- 
pelled to send to America for work- 
men. Both Russia and Austria send to 
America for locomotives. China, that has 
remained passive for four thousand years, 
has imitators, but no inventors. 

It isa curious fact that only among a 
free people can mechanical invention make 
progress. England was the freeest nation 
of any during the last century, and she 
made the most progress. In this century, 
we have far outstripped her. France, not 
a whit behind England in education, made 
no inventions until aiter the French revo- 
lution. Germany gives the world patient, 
pains-taking scientists and philosophers, 
bare-faced infidels who are attempting to 
substitute poor human reason for divine 
revelation; but she has no inventors; for 
her government is a militrry one. Aus- 
trians, Russians, aud Spaniards, are none 
of them inventors. During the next fifty 
years the advance in mechanical inventions 
will doubtless far exceed that of the Jast 
fitty years. Perhaps the next important 
application of the “energy of nature” will 
be the perfecting of the electric light, so 
that it may be brought into daily and do- 
mestic use. To Prof. Wheaton of England, 
belongs the first honor of this discovery, 
as he experimented with it as early as 
1840. In 1859, Prof. Farmer, then resi- 
dent in Salem, Mass., (now at the Torpedo 
station, Newport.) lighted his room by 
electricity. But it was too expensive for 
use. It remained for Edison to bring 
lighting by electricity to a practical test. 
It has alréady been demonstrated that an 
electric light can be produced which will 
be equal to 1000 feet of gas, costing in the 
large cities $2.50, at an expense of only 
50 cents. Added tothe powerful motive 
of economy is the fact that the electric light 
is steady, does not filcker, does not heat 
nor vitiate the atmosphere, has no odor, 
can be instantly lighted without the use 
of matches, and is of superior brilliancy. 
Not only will this light be used in the 
cities, but small manufacturing towns, 
with water-power, can also be benefitted by 
the simple erection of a water-wheel and 
generator. Lowell and Lawrence are al- 
ready thus belped by the Merrimac; Lewis- 
ton has the electric light, but we are not 
quite sure that the power is furnished from 
the Androscoggin; yet it can easily be. 
Gardiner can take its power from the Cob- 
bossecontee, and Waterville and Augusta 
from the inexhaustable Kennebec. 

Electricity will also provide us with 
elevators, thus doing away with the going 
up and down stairs that is so destructive 
to health and life ina city, and placing 
what is now the convenience only of hotels 
and large public buildings in every private 
house, And this same powerful agent 
holds before us in the future another 
bright promise. The open wood fires of 
our fathers, so cheerful and gloriously 
healthful, has died out upon the hearth and 
given place to the close stove, dry furnace 
heat, or illy regulated steam; but we may 
hope in the near future to have our houses 
warmed by electricity; then gas, now ex- 
pensive, as itcan only be produced from 
the best quality of coal, (some ninety per 
cent. being wasted) may be manufactured 
for cooking purposes out of the poorer 
quality, and ornamented heating fixtures 
will be found in parlor, bed-room and kiteh- 
en, which will not filla room with dust, 
nor vitiate the atmosphere, as the gas will 
be burned in a closed radiator, the fumes 
escaping up the chimney. Very interest- 
ing experiments are now being made with

The government bulletins show that we 
are jast on the eve of a wonderful winter 
wheat harvest; they are putting the crop 
at 350,000,000 bushels, the largest ever 
harvested, and it is said that all the re- 
ports from the spring wheat crop indicate 
ghat the result will be at least 150,000,000 
bushels, making a net wheat crop of 500,- 
000,000 bushels. ‘The corn crop indicates 
a yield of two billion bushels. The returns 
of the hay crop indicate that in the country 
at large it will be one-fourth less than last 
year, but the price will be from $3 to 5 
more than last year. One other thing that 
is going to aid in the restoratien of busi- 
ness is tha® for the past two years the mer- 
cantile community has been very conserva- 
tive, and the distributors of goods have 
been buying very sparingly, and the 
stocks on hand are very light, therefore 
the indebtedness has been much reduced. 
The same state of affairs existed with man- 
ufacturers. People have been economiz- 
ing, but with large crops which will pro- 
duce money we shall have good markets. 
It is said that nearly five hundred thousand 
more acres have been planted to cotton, 
acrop of which is now in the ground, this 
year, than was planted last year, and if the 
yield should be as bountiful as it was in 
1882, we may expect an unprecedented 
crop of nearly eight million bales of cotton. 
The influence of such a harvest upon busi- 
ness would be very important, because we 
export a very large amount of ¢his crop.
